Another bizarre account was

17 - About 6 o'clock this morn- 
ing the early risers of Aurora 
were astonished 
at the sudden 


appearance of the airship which 
has been sailing throughout the 
country. . . 


"It sailed directly over the 


public 
square, 
and 
when 
it 


reached the north part of town, 
collided with the tower of Judge 


Proctor's windmill and went to 
pieces with a terrific explosion, 
scattering debris over several 
acres of ground, wrecking the 
windmill and water tank and des- 
troying the judge's flower gar- 
den. 


"The pilot of the ship is sup- 


posed to have hpon the only one 
aboard, and while his remains 
are badly disfigured, enough of 
the 
original has 
been picked 


up to show that he was not an 
inhabitant of this world.

tronomy, gives it as his opinion 
that he (the pilot) was a native 
of the Planet Mars. . . 


"Papers found. .. are written 


in some unknown hieroglyphics.. . 
This ship was too badly wrecked 
to form any conclusion as to its 
construction or motive power. . . 


"The town is full of people to-

White House for the 35-minute 
conference, aired by television 
and radio networks. 


Some other highlights: 
Johnson said: "The patience 


of the American people is being 
tried" by machinist union mem- 
bers on strike against five air- 
lines. "We have no legal reme- 
dies left to us" to halt the walk- 
out, he said, but promised con- 
tinued use of persuasion in an 
effort to effect a settlement. 


The President expressed the 


opinion that the nation's white 
majority wants to see the Negro

"without violence." Deploring 
recent racial violence in the 
cities, he urged all citizens to 
stand for law and order. 


Discussing his plans for the

congressional election sea- 


son, Johnson said he "will take 
advantage of every opportunity 
to go out into the country to dis- 
cuss our program, our convic- 
tions, and to tell them what we 
stand for, and ask for their sup- 
port." 


Viet Nam dominated the give-

Johnson reiterated, too, "our 


desire to engage in uncondition- 
al discussions" at the earliest 
possible date in an effort to end 
the war. 


But he said: "We have not the

yond their control. Our re- 
search has shown that this is 
not quite true." He cited dras- 
tic reduction of accidents due 
to industrial safety campaigns 
and school safety programs to 
prove his point.

dent-conscious so that they 
enforce safety practices in the 
home, we are confident that 
the grim accident statistics 
rate would be reduced dras- 
tically."
